Washington, April 27.—The general debate

have exaggerated ideas of the way the 
negro is treated in the south and they put 
on a wonderful amount of braggadocio to 
show that they are not afraid.

A etrauge 
thing about the colored soldiers is their 
complexion. They do not look at all like 
the southern negro, but have an ashen 
look that makes them look like orientalis 
rather than negroes. They have none of 
that shiny, greasy look peculiar to the 
southern negro. The white officers in com- 
mand of them are very proud of them, and 
as far as physical development goes they 
certainly are the pick of the army. The 
Twenty-fifth regiment, composed of what 
is known as the “bad niggers,’’ is almost 
a body of giants. Endowed with the cour- 
age of a white man they would make the 
most wonderful soldiers in the world. 

The Coming Uniforms. 

The probability that the armies of the 
United States and Spain may soon.be grap- 
pling om the battlefield draws attention to 
the fact that the active campaigning will 
necessitate a uniform more specifically 
suited to such purposes. General Miles has 
devised a uniform which will probably be 
accepted by the war départment. The cav- 
alry and artillery are to have bcots of 
a russet color, while the color «f the uni- 
form cloth is to be grayish brown duck, 
with veliow trimmings for the cavalry, 
blue for the infantry and red for the artil- 
lery. The breeches of the infantry will be 
either short. with leggings, 4r long and 
prodd, secured tightly atathe bottom. Gray 
felt is to be employed for the hat, pompom, 
cockade and band to harmonize in shade 
with the facings of the uniform. The nom- 
commissioned officers are to wear chevrons 
of the same color as uniform trimmings, 
the design to be surmounted by a spread 
eagle over a shield—the ational arms. 
There is much similarity between t)is uni- 
form and the fatigue suit worm by the 
British Indian regulars, with the exception 
that the English havelock is supplanted by 
the Daniel Boone slouch hat. 

A corps of engineers of the Western and 
Atlantic arrived at Chickamauga park this 
afternoon and established their camp on 
the eastern boundary in charge of Chief 
Engineer Hunter McDonald.

Democrats Want Income Tax. 

Proceeding with his criticism of this and 
some other features of the bill, Mr. Balley 
declared that imperfect as it was, his side 
of the house would take it if the other side 
would accept their proposition for an in- 
come tax which would provide an additignal 
increase of $100,000,000. (Democratic ap- 
plause.) He thought the estimate of Mr. 
Dingley ($25,000,000 a month for war. ex- 
penses) a reasonable one. 

Mr. Bailey contemded for the proposition 
to coin $48,000,000 of the silver seigniorage, 
and to that he thought an issue of $58,000,000 
of legal tender notes wdéuld be added with 
propriety.

‘Mr. Bailey ~ then entered upon an ex- 
tended argument upon the constitutionality 
of an income tax, combatting the theory 
that it was a direct tax inhibited by the 
constitution. 

Mr. Dolliver, republican, of lowa, 4 mem- 
ber of the ways and means committee, was 
then recognized. He was listened to with 
close attention, and he was frequently in- 
terrupted by applause. : 

Dolliver Gets Ovation. 

While Mr. Dolliver was speaking, many 
of the ladies in the galleries wept, and 
when he concluded his brilliant peroration 
there was scarcely a dry eye in the vast 
hall. The demonstration which followed 
continued for several minutes. 

Mr. Bell, populist, of Colorado, in stat- 
ing the position of the populists, announc- 
ed h‘'s unalterable opposition to the bond 
provisions of the Dill. 

Mr. Sayers, of Texas, in a ten-minute 
speech, said the bill proposed to place at the 
disposal -- the government $690,000,000 in ad- 
dition to the ordinary revenues. The ex- 
penses of the civil war in 1864 were $1,100,- 
000,000. But the government: was then sup- 
porting an army of 2,000,000 men and fleets 
containing four times as many warships 
as we now had. While no one would g90 
farther than he in the support of the gov- 
ernment with these facts before him, he 
felt convinced that $680,000,000 was vastly 
too large a sum to appropriate. 

Then discussing the provisions of the bill, 
he asked why the taxes were to be exclu- 
sively levied against the poor. Why did not 
the rich railroads bear part of the bur- 
den? Why did not the colossal Standard 
Oil bear a share? The burden should fall 
equally upon all interests. 

Mr. Ridgley, populist, of Kansas, closed 
the debate for the afternoon with some 
brief remarks in opposition to the bond 


feature of the bill.

DEAFENING CHEERS ARE GIVEN 


When He Announced That Grant's Grand- 
son Would Serve Under Lee, 


MAS, SARTORIS IN THE AUDIENCE 


Authorized the Judge To Make the 
Announcement—The Speech Pro- 
nounced To Be the Best Ever 
Heard in the North- 
west. 


Gelena. Til., Apri! 27.—(Special.j—The whole 
pouth was honored to a degree which should 
make every southern heart thrill with 


pride by the reception accorded Judge Em- 
ory Speer. when he delivered his magnifi- 


cent oration on the occasion of the cele- 
bration of General Grant's birthday. As 
the successor of McKinley and Depew he re- 


alizes that he had to look to his laurels, 


but that he rose to heights to which they 


.could never attain was demonstrated before 
ihe had uttered, in his musical resonant 


voice, the first dozen words of his oratton. 
It was a triumph such as the incomparable 
6peaker can achieve whether among those 
who honor and love him, or among men who 
had never looked into his face before. They 
@re strangers no longer. 

It is not extravagance to say that today’s 
oration, uttered by the pentacostal tongue 
of the south’s most gifted orator, and em- 
-_phasized by the tension of these warlike 
times, struck the consummating blow in 
welding the north and south, when he 
said: “‘My fellow countrymen, for I love 
.to call you so,” the scene was indescriba- 


;ble. The pent-up feeling of a third of 2f 


-century seemed to break and here—in ie 
home of Grant, in the presence of “the 
west’s distinguished citizens, who came on 
epecial trains from Chicago and other sec- 
tions of the northwest to hear one of 
‘Wheeler’s cavalrymen pay tribute to his 


former foe—the last link of partisanship | 


‘was rent asunder, and when he said that 
‘he had just had it from the lips of General 
Grant's daughter that the grandson of 
thé Galena soldier would accept a com- 
mission under Fitzhugh Lee, the enthus!i- 
@sm knew no bounds, and with waving 
flags and deafening cheers the reunion of 
the north and south becameé an accom- 
plished fact. 

It was an epochal event. 

The Georgia delegation, consisting of 
Judge Speer and family, Unifed States Dis- 
trict Attorney Marion Erwin and wife, Al- 
exander Proudfit, of Macon, and Charles J. 
Bayne, of Augusta, arrived in Judge Speer’s 
private car, with Mrs. Nellie Grant Sartoris 
and daughter, on a special train which 


‘brought leading ‘citizens of Chicago and 


other western cities, they were accorded a 
cordial welcome. 

The speech is pronounced on every hand 
the most masterly oration ever heard -in 
the northwest, and will mark a new era in 
sectional unity. 

The Georgia party left at 6 p. m. for home, 
Judge Speer leaving behind more invita- 
tions to speak and dine than he could fill 


in a month. 
Judge Speer’s Speech. | 
udge Speer said, in part: 

ear om sore hen and Fellow Citizens—I am 
sensible of my high privilege in the op- 
portunity to come from my distant southern 
home to take part in thése memorial exer- 
cises in honor of the great American, whose 
natal day we celebrate. Of the illustrious 
man himself you require no information. 
You are tamiliar witn the incidents of his 
youth and with his gallantry and devotion 
to duty as a young officer in the famous 
little army of our country, at Monterey, 
Cerro GorGo, Chapultepec, Molino del Rey 
and other victories which culminated when 
the stars and stripes streamed above the 
city of the Montezumas. You who were his 
neighbors know his Spartan simplicity and 
modest bearing before glory marked him as 
her own. You who were his comrades re- 
joice in your recollections of his indomitable 
courage, his fertility of resource, his mar- 
velous military intuitions, the broad com- 
prehensiveness of his strategy and the dy- 
namic energy with which he reiterated blow 
upon blow until his campaigns were crown- 
ed with victory. And thousands who now 
claim with pride the honor of being his 
countrymen, but who fought him with un- 
flinching but unavailing valor at Donelson, 
Shiloh, Vicksburg, Chattanooga and from 
the Wilderness to Appomattox, cherish 
with grateful remembrance his generosity 
to the conquered in the hour of his triumph.

tentious citizen of historic Galena, it may 
be weli for us to contemplate the mighty 
issue for which he fought, and reverently 
inquire if the soul of the hero patriot was 
not animated and impelled by a power be- 
yond the compass of finite intelligence. The 
providence of God we may well believe has 
been often beneficently shown in seasons of 
great emergency by the phenomenal devel- 
opment of men of pre-eminent power, men 
whose moral and mental forces seemed de- 
signed ‘by the Creator to meet and to supply 
to the uttermost the exigencies of the na- 
tion and of civilization. Such a man was 
David, the greatest king of Israel. 

“Such a man was Washington, father of 
his country. But for his incomparable 
fortitude, perseverance, reserve, resource- 
fulness, heroism and ‘honor, that country 
had not been, and undoubted as were the 
military merits of the patriot commander, 
his chief title to the love and veneration of 
his countrymen springs from his labors te 
create the union, the salvation of which in 
its darkest, hour is mainly ascribable to the 
fixedness Of will, the perfectness of judg- 
ment, the rectitude of intention, the com- 
prehension of mighty movements, the. in- 
trepid mind and dauntless courage accorded 
By the providence of.God to Ulysses S. 
Grant. 


The Revolution Fought Without a Gov- 
ernment. 


“The war for independence which made 
the unlon possible was fought without a 
government. It is probably true that its 
seven years would not have been seven 
months before the final discomfiture of 
the British, if Patrick Henry’s ‘three mil- 
lions of people armed in the holy cause of 
liberty’ had been controlled by the consti- 
tution as it exists today. A government 
without law, or without power which is a 
law: unto itself, Is impossibie. The patriots 
had neither. It is true that they had a 
conetitutional congress which described it- 
self as ‘the delegates appointed by the 
good people of these colonies.’ It is true 
that this hody deserved the eulogium of 
Chatham, who declared it to be ‘the most 
honorable assembly of statesmen since 
those of the ancient Greeks and Romans in 
the most. virtuous times.’ 

“It is true that this congress adopted the 
famous declaration of independence, which 
was termed ‘The Declaration of the Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America 
in Congress Assembled.’ It is true that 
this declaration recited that as free and 
independent states ‘they have full power to 
levy war, conclude peace, contract alliances, 
establish commerce, and to do all other acts 
and things which independent states may of 
right do,’ but there was no law or authority 
by which the congress could compel the 
obedience of the people, or make effective 
the lofty purposes of that noble instru- 
ment. Benjamin Franklin, with that sa- 
gacity of which his name will be always 
typical, nearly a year before the declaration 
of independence had placed his unerring 
finger on that weak e@epot of our economy. 
Long the advocate of a union between the 
colonies, this great Man now submitted a 
draft of a proposed union. which should 
last until reconciliation with the mother 
country, and if reconciliation coul4 not be, 
then for a nerpetual un'on. But Franklin's 
plan was ignored. It is, however. trne that 
on the eleventh day of June. 1776, when the 
continental congress appointed a commit. 
tee to prepare the decliration of independ- 
ence, it provided for another committee to 
prepare and digest a form of confederation. 
The report of this committee ws not ap- 
proved bv congress until the 15th dav of 

ovember, 1777. It was not adonted by A 
aufficient number of states until the Ist 
dav of March. 1781. but seven months and 
nineteen davs before the surrender of Lord 
Cornwallis at Yorktown. Tn the meantime 
it had seemed that notwithstandine the ex- 
traordinarv exertions of Washineton the 
cause of the nratriots would perish. With- 
out credit, with no nower to collect toxes. 
on enforea reauisitions. with 106/09 of 
continental 2oVars in cirenvlation at the he- 
einnine of 1779. it was commoniy sald that 
a wagon load of monev would scarcely buv- 
a wagon rad of nrovis'ors. Tn April of 
that veair the continental dollar was worth 
RF eants. At the end of the year it was 
worth lees than 2% cents.” : 
Judge Sneer here reviewed the storv of 
the expression “not worth a continental,” 
showing the condition of the soidlers, de- 
claring that the situation was a reproach 
to the American character. These were 
the conditions; he said, when the articles 
of confederation which had been proposed 
in 1776 were adopted by the last of the thir- 


teen states. 
An Uncontrollable Sovereignty. 


“Our fathers now had a compact of thir- 
teen truly sovereign states, It was termed ‘a 
perpetua] union,’ but it was soon discovered 
to be a union enly in name. It was other- 
wise termed ‘a firm league of friendship. 
but the attribution of firmness was illusory, 
and its friendship inconstant and deceptive. 

his had been foreseen. 
= he followed September 3, 1783, which 
was not recognized by Great Britain. but tn 
the treaty itself recognized the independ- 
ence of each of the states. Thus the war 
ended and Washington returned his com- 
mission to the continental congress. 

Judge Speer then detailed the conditions 
following the close of the war, and the con- 
duct of Britian. The estrangem@nt be- 
tween the states was reviewed fully and 
Judge Speer faithfully portrayed the situa- 
ge gracious God, is man,’ exclaimed 
Washington, ‘that there should he such in- 
consistency and perfidiousness ‘in his con- 
duct. It was but the: other day that we 
were shedding our blood to obtain the me 
stitutions under which we now live, er 
tutions of our own choice and making, an 
now we are unsheathing the sword to oveér- 
turn them.’ The moral status of the coun- 
try was as disheartening as its itical 
condition. This period of practical se ee 
tion between the states has been descr 
by a gifted American writer of recent ys 
as a season of ‘faction, jealousy, and 4 “a 
cord, infirmity. of purpose, feebleness in 
action. unblushing dishonesty in finance. 
black ingratitude against the army, an e 
rapid acquisition of an ever-grow!s = ar 
tempt on the part of the rest of mankind. 

Determination for Union. 

“Then it was that Wasbington and 
eae Mompatriots determined nae. 
American people sbould have a govern 


_ equal to the exigencies 
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his sense of the country’s opportunity and 
of its danger. 

“How the serene wisdom of this great 
man utilized and directed the constructive 
gentus and fervid energy of Hamilton, the 
clear-sighted ‘and effective patriotism ot 
Madison, the broad judicial learning of Jay, 
is familiar history. But so quietly was 
his commanding influence exerted that he 
Was termed the ‘silent watchman.’ Finally 
the convention was called at Annapolis for 
September 17, 1786, but only twelve dele- 
gates assembled. No state south of Vir- 
ginia and no state in New England sent 
delegates. In nowise disheartened, the 
friends of the union called another cen- 
vention to be held at Philadelphia on the 
l4th of the following May. All was now 
aetivity. 

“The chairman of the Pennsylvania dele- 
gation was Benjamin Franklin. Many of 
the older patriots of the revolution were 
there. Four had signed the declaration 
of independence’ eleven years before. 
Many were the hero patriots of 1876. Eigh- 
teen belonged to the continental congress. 


Character of the Convention. 


“Indeed, it may well be doubted, if in 
any country in any age there ever,assem- 
bled a body composed of men of loftier 
patriotism, higher -+average intelligence, 
more profound judicial and solid learning, 
and greater historical familiarity with the 
evolution of liberty.’’ 

In interesting words Judge Speer gave a 
list of tie patriots present, describing 
them an@ telling of their ambition, their 
deeds a their glory. 

“IT may not now enumerate the bead roll 
of the illustrious, who took part in the 
deliberations of that mighty convention. 
Every clause of the great instrument was 
minutely considered by them, deeply pon- 
dered, and debated with acumen and power. 
-With such men divided opinions were in- 
evitable. At one time indeed it seemed that 
agreement was impossible. The dread of 
the changeful multitude threatened to par- 
alyze all action, when Washington arose 
and uttered those memorable words which 
an eminent writer has declared ‘ought to be 
blazoned In letters of gold and pasted on 
the wall of every American assembly that 
shall meet to nominate a candidate or de- 
clare a policy or pass a law so long as 
the weakness of human nature shall en- 
dure.’ ‘It is too probable,’ said the patriot 
Sage, ‘that no plan we propose will be 
adopted. Perhaps another dreadful con- 
flict is yet to be sustained. If to please 
the people we offer what we ourselves dis- 
approve, how can we afterwards defend 
Our work? Let us raise a standard to 
which the wise and honest can repair. The 
event its in the hand of God.’ ”’ 

Judge Speer told of the finishing of the 
convention’s work and the signing of the 
maxima charter of huinan liberty. 

*With what abounding fruition of indi- 
vidual happiness and national power those 
lofty purposes have been accomplished! 
The more perfect union has endured for 
more than a century. From its flaming 
defenses the fierce assault of foreign foes 
has recoiled in disaster and dismay. Its 
foundations assailed by the cyclonic storms 
of the fiercest and mightiest of all revo- 
lutions werg immovable. Imperishable it 
Stands; th@ rock of our safety and com- 
fort; to the toiling millions the landmark 
of freedom and of hope— 

“*As some tall cliff that lifts its awful 


form, 

Swelis from the vale, and midway leaves 
the storm, 

Though round its breast the rolling clouds 
are spread, 

Eternal sunshine settles on its head.’ 

“ * * * Justice was established even 
against the action of the states. However 
furious may be the local outcry, no state 
can pass any law violating the obligation 
of a contract or by suspending remedies 
celay the creditor in the just assertion of 
his "claim. Nor may ia debt be discharged 
at the will of the debtor, or by the. mis- 
guided action of a state. in depreciated 
currency. The money of the union is es- 
sential for the discharge of every obliga- 
tion, and the money of the union is good 
the world around.” 

Judge Speer spoke at length upon the 
good results of the wnion’s efforts, insuring 
tranquility and showing how the constitu- 
tion was ample to provide for the com- 
mon defense. 

“And need I urge in the presence of. re- 
cent events that the constitution of the 
union is ample to provide for the common

It was 
for this at Vicksburg he braved the mias- 
ma of the swamp and the roar of the cre- 
vasse until the levees along the river were 
but cities of the dead. For this he dared 
to cross the turbid flood of the Mississipp!, 
and like Caesar at the siege of Alesia, in- 
terpose his command between two armies. 
For this he stormed the face of Mission 
Ridge. For this he led the massy columnée 
of his brave solkdiery into the loomy 
shades of the Wilderness and entered upon 
the year of battles when the rifles were 
never voiceless and the dread artillery was 
scarcely hushed. To this silent man who, 
in his youth and simple young manhood, 
had been evolving powers of which he him- 
self was not aware, was accorded in the 
second year of his leadership the greatest 
military. command under government the 
world has ever known. That his «rmies

The 
Sincerity of their convictions he did not 
question. Here in his imperial state, where 
the nobility of your manhood has given 
‘bond in stone and ever enduring brass to 
guard and to immortalize’ the ashes of the 
confederate dead, here where lived your 
great commander who, in his last recorded 
words, declared that they deemed their 
principles dearer than life itself, it needs 
not that I should laud.the manhood er 
defend the sincerity of southern men. No 
affront wou:d he permit when ihey stacked 
their arms to the worn and wasted vet- 
erans of Lee. The great commander was 
in battle their sternest foe, their gentiest 
victor in defeat. ‘They are our coumtry- 
men now,’ he said to his gallant soldiers 
before the last wreath of smoke had float- 
ed away from the firing lines at Appomat- 
tox. How he kept his soldierly word to 
General Robert Edward e, when the pa- 
role of that great soldi was threatened, 
will forever endear his@memory to :outh- 
ern men. We are bretiiren now, shoulder 
to shoulder umder the glory bright ensign 
of our common country, and I thank God 
that, with the clear vision of the 
lying. the noble patriot whom we com- 
memorate today, lived to see this truth. In 
simple phrase he wrote: ‘I feel that we are 
on the eve of a new era when there is to 
be great harmony between the federal and 
the confederate. I cannot stay to be a liv- 
ing witness to the correctness of this 
prophecy, but I feel ft within me that ft 
is to be so. The universal kind feeling ex- 
pressed for me at a time when it was sup- 
posed that each day would prove my lst 
seemed to me the beginning of the answer 
to “let i$ have peace.’”’’ With such emo- 
a in his heart, this great American 
died. 


A Reunited People. 


“And my countrymen his prophetic words 
were true. Now in dur country’s need we 
are a reunited people. His magnanimity to 
southern m<n, His soldierly fidelity to his 
great adversary has found its reward in 
the devotion to his country of that other 
Lee, who amid the curses and the treach- 
ery of the stealthy Spaniards, the pesti- 
lence among their victims, and the cruel 
massacre of our sleeping sailors, with con- 
summate Gourage and manliness has main- 


tained the honor of the stars and stripes. 


Far to the south in the state of my birth 
and my love, in a park in beautiful Savan- 
nah, where soft windg from the Atlantic 
rustle the palms, swing the silver censers 
of the acacia, and disperse the fragrance 
of the magnolia and the rose, noble men 
and gentle women have reared a monu- 
ment to the confederate dead. On its face, 
taken from the grand poetry of scripture, 
@re these words: 

“‘Come from the four winds, O breath, 
And breathe upon those slain, that they 

may live.’ 

“The prayer has been granted. They live, 
oh, my countrymen, they live in millions 
of their gallant sons and kinsmen, quick- 
ened into life and power as American citi- 
zens, by the generosity of Grant, and the 
magnanimity of the country he served, and 
in the day of our country’s need, under 
the flag of our fathers, in even line with 
the veterans of the union, and the noble 
manhood of the north, the ground shaking 
with their measured tread, and the cries 
of the enemy drowned by the’rebel yell, 
clearing the wey with their flaming vol- 
leys they will bear down upon our coun- 
try’s foe. Then the truth will be seen of all 
men that the union which Washington fos- 
tered ang Grant did so much to save will 
be indeed perpetual, the greatest citadel 
of civil and religious liberty on earth, a 

lory to the Most High God and a bless- 
ng to humanity in all the years to come.”

CALL OF COUNTRY 


The Progress of Volunteering in 
the Southern States, 


NATIONAL GUARD RECOGHIZED 


Will Be Accepted as Now Officered 
and Organized, 


INSBRES ESPRA OU CORPS OF ARMY 


Tennessee Does Not Think of Any 
Other Plan—South Carolina 
Stands to It—So Does Filor- 
ida—Governor John- 
ston Commended. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The national guard of Tennes- 
see, as at present officered and organ- 
izej, will be accepted by Governor 
Taylor as the first contribution to the 
state’s quota of 3,060 men. 

The. companies in the guard are full of 
enthusiasm, and are filling their ranks by 
enlistments up to the new requirements. 
Those who wish to drop out for good and 
sufficient reasons, are freely allowed to 
do so, as there are plenty men waiting to 
take their places. 

Thus the Cuban war will find the Ten- 
nessee national guard fighting them in a 
body. Governor Taylor refuses to discuss 
the nomination of officers, as he feels that 
he cannot improve upon the organization 
which the guard has at present. In fact, 
such interference would be regarded as a 
reflection. The necessary nomination 
and approval which he may 
have to give later on will go 
to the men already in service, if they 
choose to accept it, and when new officers 
may be necessary, he will respect the elec- 
tions made by the companies and the regi- 
ments. 

As the guard is not full large enough to 
fill the quota, new volunteer companies will 
be accepted. The old volunteer state will 
retain her charter. 

Governor Johnston Commended. 

Montgomery, Ala., April 27.—(Special.)— 
The action of Governor Johnston in allow- 
ing the companié of the national guard 
already organized to fill out their ranks 
and volunteer, is commended on all hands. 

The following statement was given out 
from the governor's office tonight: 


“The governor has not yet received any 
letter from the secretary of war for any 
information as to when and where he de- 
sires the troops to be assembled. The gov- 
ernor has not given any direction whatever 
for any troops to be assembled or held un- 
der arms. He is waiting until proper ad- 
vice and requests come to him, and will 
then issue orders through the adjutant gen- 
eral. Any assemblying of troops has been 
without any authority or suggestion from 
the governor, and officers are cautioned to 
walt for orders and then to obey them. 


Tenders of companies will be re- 
ceived and place given them accord- 
ing to priority in receipt of tender. 

Telegrams received here tend to show 
that officers are subjecting themselves and 
their companies to much inconvenience by 
relying on newspaper reports and unauthor- 
ized orders and interviews of officers, in- 
stead of waiting for official orders and in- 
structions. So soon as the proper requests 
are issued from the federal government 
prompt action will be taken here, but until 
then nothing will be done. 

Governor McLaurin Consults His Men. 

Jackson, Miss., April 27.—(Special.)—The 
military of Mississippi will be accepted by 
Governor McLaurin as they stand, if t..ey 
desire to go. 

While the governor has made no public 
proclamation, he has written to the pror-r 
officers of the various commands, -. «ing 
what is their pleasure. 

Upon receipt of their answers he 
will comply with the policy. outlined. 

This will be the acceptance of the com- 
panies offering from officer down to drum- 
mer boy. The rendezvous will be in this 
city.

The hospital physicians found that the 
bullet from Upchurch’s pistol had entered 
Goins’s neck on the right side, and had 
lodged somewhere in the back of the neck. 
A peculiar thing about the wound was 
that it caused a paralysis of the right arm, 
accompanied with the most intense pain. 
This was probably due to the severance of 


a nerve running from the arm to the neck, — 


and it is probable that if Goins recovers he 
may never regain the use of the arm. His 
wound is regarded as very dangerous, and 
may prove fatal.

A strict physical examination of ‘every 
volunteer will be made by a board of med. 
ical examiners composed of two Georgia 
physicians and one army surgeon. Govern- 
or Atkinson yesterday appointed Dr. J. B. 
S. Holmes, of Atlanta, and Dr. R: B. Bar- 
ron, of Macon, to act as the local board. to 
co-operate with the army surgeon. 

These examiners will begin their work ss 
soon as the muster official receives the 
volunteers. Before any man is enlisted as 
&@ volunteer he must meet certain physical 
requirements. The physicians and army 
officials will not be quite so strict as when 
applicants for enlistment inte the regular 
army are examined, but the volunteers 
must all come up to a powerful standard. 
The table of physical. proportions and 
weights required of the men Who will serve 


4" in the infantry is as follows: 


Chest 
measurement. 


Height. | Weight. 
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It requires a very nearly perfectly formed 
man to meet the requirements of this table 
of preportions and at this time it will not 
be strictly adhered to, but the volunteer 
must come very close to the standard fre- 
quired or he will not be allowed to pass. 
He must show a splendid action of the 
heart and must prove that he is suffering 
from no lung disease. The government is 
determined to accept .no men as volunteers 
who are not able ta stand a hard and ac, 
tive campaign.‘ The officials know that 
there are plenty of able men who are will- 


ing to go to war and they will take no, 


risks. The state commanders want none but 
the best men and an earnest effort will be 
made to keep out all volunieers who are 
noi men and who are not responsible for 
their own actions. No one under eighteen 
years of age will.be accepted and the com- 
manders in cases where boys under age are 
taken want the parents of the boys to be 
willing. 
Governor Gets the Details. 

The full details of the plan of raising the 
state troops was received by Governor At- 
kinson yesterday. This plan is not as com- 
plete or as satisfactory as was expected. 
It follows: 

‘‘Washington, D. C., April 25, 1898.—To the 
Governor of Georgia. Sir: Under the act 
of congress “To provide for temporarily ’n- 
creasing the military establishment of the 
United States in time of war, and _ far 
other purposes,’ approved April 23, 1898, a 
call for 125,000 volunteers has been issued 
by direction of the president. I have the 
honor to request from your state a quota 
ot valuntcers as follows: 

“To geerve in the arms of service desig- 
ion of light artillery. 
We ares in the arms of service — 
nated for a period of two years, unless 
sooner diacharged. Attached will be found 
a statement showing the organization for 

artillery, cavalry and infantry. 

“Please cause the adjutant general of the 
army to be informed of the time your quota 
will be at its rendezvous as it will be met 
as soon as practicable thereafter by an 
official to muster it into the service and 
pay of the United States.

An army surgeon has been designated to 
Conduct physical examinations of volunteers 
at’ each state rendezvous. The secretary 
of war requests that you appoint two civ- 
ilian physicians to constitute with the army 
Surgeon a board carrying out the above

“Adjutant General,”’ 
Captain Brown Cannot Serve. 

Captain Brown will not be able to serve 
as muster officer for Georgia. He was ap- 
pointed by the war department to muster 
in the state troops, but his duties as com- 
mander of one of the Georgia regiments 
will keep him exceedingly busy. Captain 
Brown has the work of organizing his reg- 
{ment and this is an enormous task. 

When he was named as muster officer the 
war department had not been advised of his 
appointment as colonel of the volunteers. 
He will ask to be relieved from this duty 
and another officer of the United States 
army will be detailed to act in his stead. 
This may cause some delay in mustering 
in the volunteers, as the other officer will 
have to be sent here. 

Captain Brown and Colonel Lawton were 
busy yesterday getting ready for their com- 
mands. They are getting up a list of com- 
pany officers and today the entire list will 
probably be made public. 

Government Transports Volunteers. 

The United States government will bring 
all volunteers to Atlanta free of charge, 
even before they are enlisted in the army. 
This question has caused great uneasiness 
among the state officials, but it was decid- 
ed yesterday by a telegram received from 
Washington. 

From the moment the velunteers enlist 
in their home places their necessary ex- 
penses will be paid. Their transportation 
will be provided to Atlanta, where they will 
come to be mustered into the service. It 
was thought that the government would 
not pay for their railroad transportation 
until they were mustered in as United 
States soldiers. The telegram which follows 
explains the plan of the government in this 
respect: 

“Washington, April 27, 1898.—The Govern- 
or of Georgia, Atlanta.—The followings, de- 
cision of the secretary of war of this date 
is communicated for your information: ‘All 
absolutely necessary expenses for the sub- 
sistence, transportation, sheltering and 
generally the maintenance of volunteers 
during the interval between their enroll- 
ment or enlistment and their muster or 
time of being sworn into the service of the 
United States, also all incidental expenses 
cennected therewith such as the hire of 
offices, clerks, messengers, etc., for muster- 
ing officers, will be met by the government 
of the United States from the prop®*r appro- 
“priation at the disposal of the several staff 
departments of the army. Certified vouch- 
ers for all expenditures herein authorized 
will be forwarded to the war department 
for audit and payment. The vouchers 
should be certified by officers of the prop- 
er staff departments and approved by the 
mustering officers.’ H.C, CORRIN,

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NEGROES ANXIOUS TO FIGHT. 


Governor Atkinson Asks’ General 
Brooke To Use Georgia Colored 
Troops if Possible. , 

The negro troops of Georgia have deter- 
mined to go to war. They have Jecided to 
go over the head of Governor Atkinson and 
offer themselves to. President McKir‘ey. 
They say they have not been fairly treat- 
ed and should have been given « chance to 
volunteer from Georgia. 

Govermor Atkinson is particularly anyious 
to give the negro troops a showing, but 
he feels that it would not be wise to mus- 
ter any of the negro militia into the-ser- 
vice at this time, as only a small number 
of volunteers are wanted -and there are 
more than enough to fill the places. 

Yesterday the governor sent Major Frank 
E Calloway, his_ private secretary, to 
Chickamauga, Ga., with a setter to General 
Brooke, in command of the southern troops, 
in the interests of the state troops of 
Georgia. 
eral Brooke that the negro militia of this 
stdte are well drilled and are anxious for a 
fight and he begged that the commander 
of the regulars of the south use the Georgia 
negroes in recruiting his negro regiments. 

General Brooke has two negro reximents, 
and under the army reorganization bill, 
they will be increased ome-third. This will 
make it necessary for him to secure colored 
recruits, and the governor tells him that 
he can secure none better than the Georgia 
negroes. 

The negro commanders were well pleased 
with the action of Georgia’s chief executive 
in enlisting the sympathies of Gencral 
Brooke.

Fire Fighters To Organize as a Home 
Guard fer City Protection. 
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GUNS ON THE FIRE WAGONS 


In the Event of Riots the Streets Will 
Be Quickly Cleared... 


CHIEF JOYNER HAS AVERY UNIQUE IDEA 


Signals Will Be Given by Fire Gong 
and Chief Says He Would Be 
Ready; for Any Emergency. 


equipped for military service, and 

should the occasion arise, will be 
called upon to do active duty during the 
absence of the regula-cly organized militia. 
This idea originated with Chief W. R. 
Jcyner, of the fire department, and is still 
in an embryonic state, but those who 
are interested in the project are thoroughly 
ecenvinced of its feasibility and it is thought 
that within a few weeks the guns will 
be in the hands of the firemen. 

The idea is without doubt a good one 
and will prove of real benefit in case of 
disturbance during the absence of the Fifth 
regiment. The armed fire brigade will be 
in cOmmand of Chief Joyner and wil! cléar 
the streets of rioters in short order when 
the command is given. The guns will be 
kept in special racks on the fire engines 
and hose wagons, and will be always ready 
for use. 

The firemen will use the guns which at 
present belong to the state troops. As is 
well known, the government will exchange 
the guns now in service for the regular 
army piece, which has been proven by 
all odds the best army gun ever used in 
this country. 

It is thought that sixty or eighty of the 
guns now in-service can be secured for the 
asking and the government will be asked 
to give them to the city as soon as the 
improved guns arrive for the state troops. 
When Chief Joyner conceived the idea of 
arming the firemen he called upon Mayor 
Collier, who expressed his approval of the 
plan as soon as it was explained to him, 
and he and. Chief Joyner will ask the 
authorities for the guns when the proper 
time arrives. 

It is said that assurance has already 
been given that the guns can be secured 
and Chief Joyner will in a few days 
give his men instructions in regard to his 
signals. It is the opinion of those who 
have investigated the matter that tae 
firemen will be able to reach the scene 
of a riot quicker than any armed body 
now in the city. 

Chief Joyner will arrange his signals 
with the men, having a given number of 
strokes from the-bell as a riot call. This, 
followed by an alarm from the box nearest 
the scene of the riot, would direct the fire- 
men to that point, armed and equipped 
for duty. 

In case the riot was near the center of 
the city the signal would summor_. the 
firemen to headquarters. Here Chief Joyn- 
er would take as many men ag he required 
from each company, sending the others 
back to their engine hovses, thus having 
his armed guard without leaving the city 
unprotected from fire. There is no doubt 
about the bravery of the firemen, nor is 
there any. doubt about them obeying Chief 
Joyner. 

That they will do, with the best of their 
ability, as he directs them has been demon- 
strated more than once and that they 
have confidence in him is also true. This 
coupled with the fact that the ftremen 
could he armed and placed on the streets 
in a much shorter tim@® than any other 
| organization makes them extremely valua- 


ble as a home guard.

The war has' caused the earnings of some 
railroads to fall off. and it has helped other 
lines. The roads which are so fortunatcly 
situated as to be able to get contracts for 
hauling troops and equipment are benefiting 
by the war, bit the movement of misecella- 
neoug freight has fallen off. 

Freight for export is light because there 
is some risk in shipping merchandise across 
the sea in American vessels. If captured, 
the cargo would go to, the captors as @ 
prize, and the exporters would lose it ail. 

Among the roads in the south which are 
most benefited by the movement of troops 
are the Southern railway, Louisville and 
Nashville, Plant system, Central of Geor- 
gia, Nashville, Chattanooga und St. Louis, 
Western and Atlantic, Seaboard Air-Line, 
Florida Central and Peninsular, Florida 
East Coast line. The Souther. Pacific has 
handled a.great many troops from the west 
to points on the gulf. 

The Plant system is very much in the 
public eye just now because of the move- 
meni of soldiers to Tampa. The govern- 
ment is negotiating with Mr. H. B. Plant 
for the purchase of Port Tampa, where the 
Plant system has magnificent terminals. 
Mr. Plant has had faith in Tampa as a 
strategic point for years. He long ago 
saw that it was commending port, from a 
commercial standpoint, and up to the time 
the Cuban insurrection broke out a large 
volume of traffic moved through Tampa 
annually, and it was growing. 

The war in Cuba naturally hurt business 
between the two countries, but now the 
Plant system seems to be about to make 
cup what it has lost.

TWO MAJORS SHUT OUT OF PLACES 


The Original Plans of the Governor 
Were Completely Upset by Infor- 
mation Receivei from the 
War Department Yes- 
terday Morning. 


GEORGIA WILL NOT HAVE TO FUR- 
nish so many men as was expected by 
Governor Atkinson and the regimental 
commanders. This state will have to send 
only 2,400 volunteers, officers and men in- 
cluded. : 

Governor Atkimson received full details 4s 
to the method of organizing the state vol- 
unteers and the letter as received from 
the president was surprising. The letter 
showed that Georgia would furnish neariy 
1.000 men less than was originally intended. 

The plans of the governor and his mili- 
tary advisers were rendered impossible un- 
der the details as sent to the governor. At 
least two officers who would have been 
given the positions of major will be disap- 
pointed, because under the plan as eent 
here only two majors can serve in each reg- 
iment. Governor Atkinson had wert de- 
cided upon the appoimtment of Six of the 
military men as majors, but as he has only 
four battalion commanders to appoint, a 
change was necessitated. It is evidently 
the intention of the war department for 
the Heutenant colonels to command bat- 
talions, as the regiments are to be*made up 
of three battalion formations. 

Officers of the Regiment. 

The governor had prepared a tist of fleld 
officers whom he intended to appoint for 
the two regiments, but this list had to be 
changed. He had to cut off two of the 
majors and to adjust the matter, he had to 
completely change his original plans. At 
a conference held at the executive mansion 
last night between Captain Brown, Colonel 
Lawton and the governor the field officers 
were selected, but the appointments will 
not be made until today.

The veterams appeared to be 
thoroughly in earnest and talked as if they 
were ready for war at once. 

There was no lace and tin trumpets, frills 
and warlike demonstrations at the meeting 
last night. The veterans had = served 
through ome war and they knew what it 
means, They went to the meeting for bus- 
iness and not to make patriotic speeches. 

Speeches were not neceSsary to make 
their patriotism known—they have four 
years’ of active service which speaks for 
them, while the absence of arms and the 
presence of crutches last night attest the 
rigors of the campaigns through which the 
veterans served. 

They went to the meeting for business 
and after its transaction they left, patting 
each other on the back as they left and 
signing the roster roll as if engraving their 
names on stone. It was decided by the 
company to meet every Thursday night, 
with the exception of tonight. Captain 8S. 
H. Landrum and First Lieutenant R. 8. 
Osborne will call on the governor as soon 
as possible and arramge for the guns to be 
used by the veterans. 

It is thought that by giving bond for the 
guns the veterans will be enabled to secure 
the Springfield rifles now used by the state 
troops, which will soon be exchanged for 
the regular army gun. 

Judge S. H. Landrum, in addressing the 


to order, said: 

“It is our intention to organize a home 
guxrd in order to protect the women and 
children of the city when our boys are at 
the front. I know you will all appreciate 
the needs of such an organization as ours, 
and it is not necessary for me to enter 
into the details of the horrors of war. You 
are all as thoroughly familiar with them 
as I am. 

‘‘However, I have talked to a number of 
those present tonight and I believe it is 
our intemtion to go to the front and fight 
for the flag we once fought against. And 
let me say right here that I believe we will 
fight as hard for it as we fought against 
it im 1861. 

“T don't want war and I am sorry it has 
come, but IT am ready and I know the 
rest of. you are. But unti] we.are actually 
needed. let us stay at home and do our 
duty here.”

So Say the Men Who Are Trying To 
Raise Relief Fund. | 


DISTRESS AND SUFFERING ARE TERRIBLE 


The Irish World Prints a —— 
Account of the Horrible Gon- 
ditions. 


YARITABLE Atlanta has been asked 

to help the starving thousands in Ire- 

land. An appeal was made to the peo- 
pie here yesterday and an effort is now be- 
ing made to ralse money to send food to 
the Irish people in the western part of 
that coumtry. 

Horrible stories are told of the conditions 
in Ireland. It is said that the situation 
there is too distressing to be described. 

The Irish World of New York, which has 
Started the relief fund, publishes accounts 
of the terribie guffering, which if true, prove 
that the conditions tn Ireland are far more 
Wretched than in Cuba, the island for which 
Americans are now risking their lives. 

The distress in Ireland is said to be due 
to the failure of the crops in western Ire- 
land. The potato crop was an entire failure, 
and as this is the main dependence, tin- 
tense suffering has resulted. One appeal 
from a leading charitable worker in Ireland 
Says: 

“At the present moment there are thous- 
ands of human beings on the verge of star- 
vation in the west of Ireland through the 
failure of the potato crop. 

“There are thousands who cannot get 
a bit of bread or a drink of milk, or even 
a handful of Indian meal, without the alms 
of the charitable. 

“The potato has failed. 

“They have no money to buy other food— 
no credit at the shops.’’ 

The Irish World takes a very emphatic 
and forcible position on the situation. It 
Says that Ireland is poor because she has 
been robbed. It says that the people there 
are overtaxed by England, and that Eng- 
land is letting them die. The British gov- 
ernment has appropriated $100,000 to aelle- 
viate the distress, but The Irish World 
eays this overture is a mockery and not a 
relief to the starving people. The World 
says: 

“there is distress in the west of ireland. 
The crop on which the poor people entire- 
ly depend has failea. The distr crow- 
ing in mténsity and widening in area. Fam- 
ine has invaded and taken possession 
every cabin in the afflicted districts: No 
food, no work, no credit. The garments on 
their backs were exchanged for something 
to eat. The poor shopkeepers loamed as 
lone as they were able to give, and now 
practically all business has ceased. Black 
despair has settled an the ill-tated peasants, 
who resign themselves to death. The fath- 
ers and mothers, God-fearing people, might 
Surrender themselves. in silence to the 
dreadful doom, but oh! it tears ‘he heart 
in them to see their dear little innocent 
ones wasting away and dying wecfore their 
eves for want of bread, and they unable 
to give jt to them.” 

Mr. C. P. Johnson, of Atlanta, 
charge of the work of rasing money here. 
He received a letter from Patrick 
Ford, editor of The Irish World, which 
gives the whole story of the conditions and 
the plan to help the starving. The letter 
tollows:, 

“New York, April 16, 1898. Mr. C. P. John- 
fon—My Dear. Sir: JI take the liberty to 
send you ‘the inclosed poems and e!rcuJars 
relating to the famine in Ireland, and I 
most earnestly beg you will do all in your 
power among your friends and neighbors 
to aid the distressed people. 

“Surely no one with a heart will refuse 
you. 

“It was with extreme reluctance that I 
consented to open the columns of ‘The Irish 
World in response to piteous appeals from 
over the sea. It was humiliating to my 
national pride to draw aside the curtain 
and expose Ireland’s misery to view. Put 
what is left for us to do? The accursed 
government that has Ireland in its clutches 
will not save the people; and if we, their 
flesh and blood, abandon them, what in 
heaven's name is to become of them? 

“This is not the time for criticism or for 
theories. Men, women and little children 
are dally dying of hunger in thousands. 
For us to turn away our eyes and let them 
Gie when it is in our power to save them 
fs inhuman. -If these starving people were 
of another race and creed we could not, as 
Christian men. refuse them help; but these 
are our co-religionists and our own flesh 
and biood. 

“In God's name then, go out among )}our 
friends and do what you can in response 
to this appeal. You will surely have God's 
blessing on you and yours for your good 
werk. 

“Kindly excuse my freedom of speech, 
which is made bold by the desperate state 
of affairs, and believe me to be yours ¢sin-, 
cerely, PATRICK FORD.

Chicago, April 27.—In marked contrast 
with the strength, excitement and activ- 
ity manifest in the wheat market yester- 
day, trading today experienced quite a 
dimunition.

There is an 
ordinance which requires every person or 
firm engaged in the plumbing business to 
have at least one person as manager who 
has stood an examination and has a permit 

to do plumbing work. 

Yesterday morning two arrests were made 
for a violation of this ordinance. The 
cases were against W. A. Albright and W. 
E. Campbell. 

The inspector stated that neither Albright 
nor Campbell was aé_ regularly licensed 
plumber, and had no person with them 
steadily employed who had a permit from 
the city to do plumbing work. 

Albright stated that he had _= several 
plumbers in his employ who were the very 
best in Atlanta, but when business got dull 
he had to let them go and work elsewhere 
temporarily. 

Campbell said he was a mechanic, and 
did pipe work, and whenever he had a job 
which called for plumbing, he employed a 
first-class workman. 

The recorder said a strict construction of 
the city ordinance would require both de- 
fendants to have a man as manager who 
had a plumbing permit, but he believed it 
was best for the inspector to make a case 
against those who do the work and have 
no permits rather than against the firms.
